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B.     Highlights  of  Major  Budget  Categories 

1.     Town  Operations 

In  general,  increases  for  Town  operations  have  only  been  those 
necessary  to  maintain  ongoing  services.     Salary  increases  in  the  various 
line  items  continue  to  be  the  largest  single  area  of  increase.     In  total, 
salaries  will  be  going  up  $169,000  (7.5%).     Some  specific  changes  are 
noted  below. 

a.     Public  Safety 

A  new  item  in  the  Police  budget  for  inservice  training  will  allow  for 
overtime  coverage  while  officers  go  to  courses  to  update  their  skills. 
The  hourly  wage  for  call  firefighters  has  been  substantially  increased  in 
order  to  attract  people  both  for  regular  shifts  on  nights  and  weekends 
and  for  emergency  coverage.     Overtime  for  firefighters  has  also  been 
increased  to  pay  for  coverage  when  call  firefighters  cannot  be  found. 
The  warrant  article  for  four  additional  firefighters  is  discussed  in 
Section  III.

b.  Library 


The  Library  will  be  in  its  renovated  and  expanded  building  for  a  full 
year  necessitating  increases  in  hours  for  custodial  and  professional 
staff  and  higher  costs  for  utilities.     The  increase  in  the  Library  budget 
that  is  due  to  the  new  building  is  just  about  the  $20,000  that  was 
predicted  would  be  necessary  when  the  building  was  proposed. 

c .  Health  and  Sanitation 

The  contracts  for  the  school  nurse  and  the  sanitarian  are 
approximately  doubling  next  year.     The  Board  of  Health  feels  that  the 
work  the  sanitarian  does  in  inspecting  conditions  for  the  preparation  and 
sale  of  food  is  well  worth  his  $5,000  salary.     The  contract  with  Emerson 
Hospital  for  the  school  nurse  has  gone  up  rapidly  in  recent  years,  and 
the  Board  is  investigating  the  possibility  of  a  less  costly  alternative. 

d .  Housing  Commission 

A  halftime  assistant  for  the  Housing  Commission  is  the  only  proposed 
new  Town  employee  in  the  budget.     This  staff  person  will  perform  some  of 
the  duties  which  were  to  be  handled  by  a  management  company  this  year. 
The  cost  is  offset  by  reductions  in  other  areas  of  their  budget. 
Projected  rent  is  up  so  that  their  budget  next  year  will  be  fully  covered 
by  income. 

The  Housing  Commission  is  sponsoring  a  warrant  article  to  create  a 
Housing  Authority.     The  Finance  Committee  will  comment  on  the  financial 
implications  of  this  change  at  Town  Meeting. 

2.  Education 

The  proposed  FY  90  budget  for  education  is  $4,099,000,  up  $245,000 
(6.4%).     Table  2  shows  the  breakdown  of  money  between  the  three  schools.

a.     Elementary  Schools 

The  7%  increase  in  the  Elementary  School  budget  is  exactly  the 
guideline  amount  which  the  Finance  Committee  suggested  last  fall.  The 
money  is  needed  to  fund  a  new  section  at  Hartwell  School,  pay  salary 
increases  for  teachers  and  other  staff,  and  allow  for  an  estimated 
increase  in  a  new  bus  contract.     By  reductions  in  other  areas,  $26,000 
was  made  available  for  increases  in  instructional  supplies  and 
equipment . 
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The  School  Committee  has  warned  us  that  for  the  next  few  years  they 
will  continue  to  need  to  add  at  least  one  new  section,  and  they  will  also 
be  looking  for  additional  money  for  a  regular  maintenance  program  for  the 
buildings. 

b.  L.  S.  Regional  High  School 

The  High  School's  total  budget  is  $9,309,000,  up  8.5%.     About  6%  of 
the  increase  is  due  to  such  uncontrollable  items  as  special  education, 
debt  service,  employee  benefits  and  asbestos  removal.     Despite  the 
projected  drop  of  140  students  to  1,050,  the  increase  in  uncontrollable 
costs  requires  the  overall  budget  to  increase  in  order  to  maintain  the 
class  size  and  teacher  load  in  major  subjects  which  has  been  achieved 
this  year.     Lincoln's  assessment  is  only  increasing  $28,000  (3.0%) 
because  the  enrollment  of  Lincoln  students  continues  to  decline  in 
relation  to  Sudbury. 

There  will  be  a  warrant  article  at  Town  Meeting  to  amend  the  Regional 
Agreement  to  change  the  make-up  of  the  Regional  School  Committee.  The 
Finance  Committee  will  comment  on  the  financial  implications  in  its 
handout  at  Town  Meeting. 

c .  Minuteman  Vo-Tech  High  School 

The  total  budget  is  $9,415,000,  up  0.9%.     Lincoln's  assssment  is  up 
$15,000  because  of  the  addition  of  one  student,  and  because  a  decline  in 
total  enrollment  means  a  higher  assessment  per  student. 

3.  Debt 

Debt  service  for  FY  90  fell  $192,000  to  $1,112,000.     This  is  the 
result  of  paying  off  the  $1,400,000  borrowing  for  the  McHugh  land  now 
owned  by  Lincoln  House  Associates,  and  not  including  in  the  budget 
principal  payments  for  the  landfill  closure  and  the  permanent  transfer 
station,  because  a  delay  in  these  projects  has  meant  the  anticipated 
permanent  bonding  has  not  yet  been  done.     In  FY  91  debt  service  will 
increase  by  a  net  $45,000  for  these  principal  payments  less  the  decline 
in  interest  on  other  bond  issues. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  soliciting  donations  to  help  pay  the 
debt  service  attributable  to  the  acquisition  of  the  Flint  lands  should 
those  warrant  articles  pass  at  Town  Meeting.     Over  $230,000  of  the 
$650,000  they  hope  to  raise  has  been  pledged  to  date.     Tables  3  shows  an 
estimate  of  the  effect  on  the  tax  rate  of  the  net  debt  service  using 
current  property  values.     The  actual  debt  service  and  tax  rate  impact 
will  vary  depending  on  the  timing  and  amount  of  the  donations,  as  well  as 
the  timing  of  the  bonding  and  the  payments  to  the  Flint  family.

Known  debt  service  projected  through  FY  95  is  shown  in  Exhibit  in 
Exhibit  1.     The  amounts  for  the  Flint  lands,  landfill  closure  and 
permanent  transfer  station  are  estimates.     The  amounts  for  the  Flint 
lands  have  not  been  added  into  the  totals  because  the  expenditures  may  or 
may  not  be  voted  at  Town  Meeting. 

4.     Pensions  and  Insurance 

The  Town  continues  to  have  good  experience  on  property  and  indemnity 
insurance  which  is  down  $10,000  for  FY  90.     Employee  hospital  insurance 
continued  to  escalate  rapidly,  almost  doubling  in  two  years  to  $517,000 
for  FY  90.     In  addition,  the  Town  has  to  pay  1.5%  of  salary  for  FICA 
Medicare  for  all  employees  hired  after  April  1986.     This  figure  will 
continue  to  rise  with  turnover  in  Town  and  School  personnel,  until  all 
employees  are  covered. 

The  pension  line  item  includes  $60,000  which  will  be  needed  if  the 
State  cap  on  pensions  for  new  employees  is  removed.     If  the  treasurers  of 
the  cities  and  towns  in  Middlesex  County  vote  to  retain  the  cap,  the 
$60,000  will  be  removed  from  the  budget. 


III.  SPECIAL  WARRANT  ARTICLES 

Warrant  articles  for  FY  90  total  $3,567,000,  of  which  $1,027,000 
would  be  paid  for  from  current  funds,  and  the  rest  by  borrowing.  This 
compares  with  $852,000  in  warrants  for  FY  89,  of  which  $374,000  was  paid 
from  current  funds.

The  total  of  the  budget  and  the  warrant  articles  listed  above  would 
exceed  estimated  revenues  (excluding  the  override)  by  $800,000.     In  order 
that  the  override  be  no  higher  than  $600,000  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Finance  Committee  would  reduce,  eliminate  or  seek  outside  funding  for 
Town  building  maintenance,  Pierce  Park  drainage  design,  Housing 
Commission  renovation,  additional  firefighters,  voting  machines  and 
library  construction,  if  additional  revenues  do  not  materialize. 

As  of  this  writing  the  Finance  Committee  has  not  taken  a  position 
on  the  warrant  articles.  Its  recommendations  will  be  presented  at  Town 
Meeting.     A  few  require  some  background  comment  in  this  Report. 

The  Injured  on  Duty  expense  (#13)  is  to  pay  the  medical  and  related 
expenses  for  the  special  police  officer  who  was  injured  on  Route  2  last 
May.     There  is  virtually  no  medical  insurance  the  Town  can  get  for  a 
police  officer,  and,  according  to  State  law,  the  Town  is  liable  for 
reasonable  medical  expenses  for  an  officer  injured  on  duty.     Even  though 
he  was  directing  traffic  for  a  State  construction  project,  he  was  being 
paid  by  Lincoln,  and,  therefore,  comes  under  the  statute.     The  Selectmen 
are  investigating  other  avenues  of  payment  including  reimbursement  from 
the  insurance  of  the  vehicles  involved.     Until  the  case  is  resolved  the 
Town  must  appropriate  an  amount  to  cover  projected  expenses  through  the 
end  of  FY  90. 
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The  $116,000  for  the  four  additional  firefighters  (#14)  would  pay 
salary  and  benefits  for  one  year.     if  passed  the  amount  would  be  added  to 
the  budget,  and  be  increased  in  future  years  according  to  the  union 
contract.     The  petitioner  has  indicated  that  he  will  seek  four  more 
firefighters  in  each  of  the  next  two  years  for  a  total  of  12  new 
employees.     The  estimated  cost  above  the  current  level  of  staffing  is 
$250,000  for  the  second  year  and  $400,000  for  the  third  year. 

The  transfer  station  construction  and  landfill  closure  articles 
(#17  &  #18)  are  additions  to  the  amounts  already  voted  for  these 
projects,  and  would  be  added  to  the  amount  being  bonded.     The  Flint  land 
purchases  (#19),  if  passed,  would  be  bonded  for  10  years.  The 
Conservation  Commission  plans  to  reduce  the  debt  service  paid  by  the  Town 
with  private  donations.     The  schedule  of  projected  debt  service  and 
contributions  is  shown  in  Exhibit  1.     If  for  any  year  contributions  fell 
short  of  the  goal,  the  difference  would  be  put  on  the  tax  levy. 

The  Water  Department  article  (#20)  is  for  moving  water  mains 
necessitated  by  the  widening  of  Route  2.     It  will  be  paid  for  by  water 
receipts. 

IV.     REVENUES  AND  TAXATION 

Table  4  shows  revenues  available  to  cover  the  operating  budget, 
warrant  articles  and  the  Water  Department.

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A.  Tax  Levy 


The  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  have  agreed  that  the 
override  will  not  exceed  $600,000,  even  though,  as  previously  noted,  that 
amount  does  not  cover  the  total  budget  and  warrant  articles.  The 
override  increases  the  allowable  tax  levy.     The  actual  tax  levy  set  by 
the  assessors  depends  on  the  appropriations  voted  at  Town  Meeting. 

B.  Non-tax  Revenues 

Water  Department  funds  are  set  to  exactly  offset  the 
department's  expenses.     The  increase  for  FY  90  is  the  net  amount  needed 
to  pay  for  their  warrant  article.     The  increase  in  other  local  receipts 
is  mainly  due  to  motor  vehicle  excise.     Using  $462,000  in  Free  Cash 
brings  the  Free  Cash  balance  after  Town  Meeting  down  to  $140,000.  The 
Finance  Committee  considers  this  quite  a  low  reserve  for  emergencies,  and 
would  hope  to  build  it  up  in  the  future  years.     Other  available  funds  are 
up  because  of  two  one-time  receipts  totalling  $340,000.     They  are  being 
used  this  year  in  order  to  hold  down  the  override,  but  comparable  non-tax 
revenue  may  not  be  available  next  year.     State  aid  is  conservatively 
being  estimated  to  be  level  funded  until  the  State  Cherry  Sheet  giving 
the  actual  amount  is  received. 

C.  Taxation 

The  average  tax  bill  next  fall  will  increase  about  8%  if  the 
full  amount  of  the  $600,000  override  is  appropriated  at  Town  Meeting. 
Acquisition  of  the  Flint  lands  will  not  have  an  effect  on  the  tax  rate  in 
FY  90,  but  will  result  in  an  increase  in  future  years  (see  Exhibit  1). 
If  neither  the  override  nor  the  Flint  land  passes,  the  average  tax  bill 
will  actually  decrease  slightly  because  of  new  construction.     The  change 
to  individual  taxes  will  depend  on  relative  changes  in  valuation. 


V.   "NO  OVERRIDE"  BUDGET 
Table  5  recaps  the  calculation  to  arrive  at  the  override  amount.

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The  budget  and  warrant  articles  are  voted  at  Town  Meeting  on 
Saturday,  April  1.     The  override  is  voted  as  a  ballot  question  at  a 
Special  Town  Election  on  Monday,  April  10.     In  order  to  have  an  idea  of 
the  impact  on  services  should  the  override  not  pass,  the  Finance 
Committee  asked  the  Town  Boards  to  list  prioritized  cuts  up  to  9%  of 
their  budget  plus  warrant  articles.     Table  6  shows  the  dollar  effect  of  a 
failed  override  on  major  spending  centers.

The  reductions  described  here  are  not  necessarily  exactly  the  ones 
which  would  be  taken  should  the  override  fail,  but  they  represent  the 
best  efforts  by  the  various  boards  to  prioritize  reductions  in  their 
areas  of  jurisdiction. 

The  Selectmen  would  eliminate  all  road  paving  from  the  DPW  budget, 
and  reduce  other  work  such  as  street  lining  and  culvert  pipe 
replacement.     In  addition  to  the  warrant  articles  reduced  or  eliminated 
to  get  to  the  $600,000  override  they  would  not  buy  the  police  cruisers  or 
DPW  vehicle,  and  would  remove  all  funding  for  hazardous  waste  pick-up, 
Town  building  maintenance,  HATS  planning  and  additional  firefighters. 

The  Conservation  Commission  would  cut  back  on  their  land 
management  program,  and  virtually  eliminate  all  the  legal  and  consulting 
work  needed  to  carry  out  their  program. 

The  Library  Trustees  would  close  the  Library  one  day  and  one 
evening  more  than  is  done  now,  cut  back  on  both  adult's  and  children's 
books  purchased,  and  eliminate  funding  for  children's  programs. 
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The  boards  with  smaller  budgets  (Health,  Planning,  Recreation, 
COA,  Cemetery,  Assessors  and  Housing)  would  be  asked  to  take  cuts  of  a 
few  thousand  dollars  each,  which  would  make  it  more  difficult  to  provide 
the  services  they  do.     The  Finance  Committee  would  cut  the  Reserve  Fund 
$25,000,  making  less  money  available  for  unforeseen  expenses. 

The  Elementary  School  Committee  would  reduce  bus  routes  from  5  to 
3  meaning  buses  would  be  overcrowded,  and  some  children  would  have  rides 
up  to  an  hour.     The  extra  Brooks  teacher  which  allows  for  homogenous 
grouping  in  math  would  be  eliminated,  as  would  field  trips,  Team  Leaders 
and  creative  programs  such  as  Arts  Week.     Funding  for  supplies  and 
equipment  would  be  reduced,  and  children  would  be  asked  to  buy  some  of 
their  expendable  supplies. 

A  $28,000  cut  in  Lincoln's  Assessment  for  L.   S.  translates  into  a 
$200,000  reduction  in  the  High  School's  budget.     There  could  be  some 
reduction  in  supplies  and  equipment,  but  most  of  the  savings  would  have 
come  from  reducing  the  athletic  program  and/or  laying  off  staff.  Sudbury 
is  voting  on  an  override  this  year  for  the  first  time.     Should  their 
override  fail,  the  Sudbury  Finance  Committee  has  indicated  that  it  would 
ask  the  High  School  Committee  to  level  fund  their  budget,  a  reduction  of 
about  $700,000.     This  of  course  would  reduce  Lincoln's  assessment,  but 
would  mean  major  cuts  in  the  teaching  staff  and  athletic  program. 

VII  CONCLUSION 

The  cuts  which  the  Boards  have  proposed  if  the  override  fails 
would  result  in  significant  curtailment  of  services,  and,  in  many  cases, 
merely  the  postponement  of  expenditures  to  future  years.     Living  with  the 
constraints  of  Proposition  2  1/2  is  not  a  one  year  problem.     The  2  1/2% 
increase  in  the  levy  limit  plus  new  construction  allows  Lincoln  about 
$200,000  in  new  taxes  a  year,  about  2%  of  the  total  budget.  Non-tax 
revenue  increases  some,  but  not  enough  to  make  up  what  is  necessary  to 
pay  employees'   salaries  and  meet  other  rising  costs.     To  live  without  an 
override  in  future  years  both  Town  and  School  employees  would  have  to  be 
eliminated,  and  there  would  be  a  major  reduction  in  both  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  services  provided  to  Lincoln  citizens  of  all  ages.     It  is  for 
the  long  term  outlook,  as  well  as  for  adequate  funding  for  next  year, 
that  the  Finance  Committee  supports  the  passage  .of  the  override  ballot 
question. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  all  Town  boards,  committees  and 
departments,  and  the  three  school  committees  whose  budgets  we  reviewed 
for  their  cooperation  and  understanding.     Not  only  did  they  on  the  whole 
start  with  tight  realistic  budgets,  they  also  were  helpful  in  supplying 
the  information  necessary  to  arrive  at  an  estimate  of  a  "no  override" 
budget.     In  addition,  we  would  like  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  the 
Town  Offices  staff  for  their  assistance.

Notwithstanding  paragraph  (a),   the  members  of  the 
Committee  in  office  immediately  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
this  amended  Section  1  (the  "elected  members")  shall 
continue  to  serve  until  the  expiration  of  their 
respective  terms.     Vacancies  on  the  School  Committee  from 
among  the  elected  members,  whether  during  or  at  the 
expiration  of  the  respective  terms,  shall  not  be  filled. 

(c)  Annual  Appointment  of  Members 

Within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  acceptance  of  this  amended

Annually  thereafter,  immediately  after 
the  latest  of  the  annual  town  elections  of  the  member 
towns,  each  local  school  committee  shall  make  its 
respective  appointments  to  the  Regional  District  School 
Committee,  with  all  appointed  members  to  serve  until  the 
latest  of  such  annual  town  elections  held  in  the  next 
succeeding  year.     The  Regional  District  School  Committee, 
including  any  elected  members  remaining  in  office,  shall 
annually  organize  and  choose  by  ballot  from  its  own 
number  a  chairman  and  vice-chairman. 

(d)  Vacancies
